An artiolo recently published in a 


San Francisco journal, gives a vivid 
idea of the productiveness of tho sil- 
ver mines of Nevada, by contrasting 
them with the famous mines of Peri 
and Mexico.

It is a similar fissure, intersecting a 
similar formation, only it is at loasl 
three times its length, and its ore 
deposit has been a continuous bo- 
nanza. Tho mines on the vota madre 
have been worked uninterruptedly 
for over three centuries, and the ag- 


egate yield is estimated $300,000,- 
I). The first discoveries on the 


Comstock were only made fifteen 
years ago, but the entire product 
during that brief period has aggro- 
gated in round numbers to $175, 
000,000, or over one-half the three- 
century product of the richest vein 
in Mexico, and one-eighth the entire 
product of the numerous veins and 
mines forming the Peruvian Fotosi 
group for the same extended period. 
The yield of the Comstock lode Last 
year amounted to about $21,000,000, 
and this year about $22,000,000, or 
within $3,000,000 of the maximum 
annual yield of all the silver mines 
of Mexico, and five times the annual 
average yield of the Peruvian mines," 
Improved machinery and methods oi 
working have bad a very important 
influence to hasten the development 
of the Nevada veins; but even after 
duo allowance is made for these ad' 
vantages, the fact is very aigniflcanl 
that the Comstook lode has jieldod 
more siver in fifteen years than was 
obtained from the richest mine in 
Mexico during a period of ono bun 
dred and fifty years.—Philadelphia 
Railway World.

THB INDIAN OUTDBEAK.—Yester- 


day morning we gave an account of 
the outbreak of the Indians at Cherry 
Creek, in the eastern part of this 
State, by which several whites were 
already killed and others, among 
them Cleveland who is well known 
here, in a very precarious situation. 
Tho passengers on the Western 
bound train Monday night brought 
many rumors into town to the effect 
that quite a number had been killed. 
Orders have been sent to Camp Bid- 
well to have a force of cavalry sent 
to the scone immediately, and all day 
yesterday ten passenger oars for the 
men and twenty-five combination 
oars for the horses, lay on the side 
track hero awaiting their arrival. 
Tho engine, No. 165, which is em- 
ployed on the swing train between 
Bono aud Truokoe, remained steamed 
up all day ready to take them imme- 
diately upon their arrival. As we 
understand it they are coming by a 
forced march. Tho force aro under 
ihe command of I, W. Nnrrell. But 
they hod not arrived np to the time 
of our going to press, 


GAMK LAW.—Although the game
